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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings . 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Item number 113, as disclosed on Page 7, Line 8 of the present 
application, is not present in the drawing. Con^ected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the OfRce action to 
avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) 
should be labeled "Replacement Sheef in the page header (as per 37 CFR 

1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes 
are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of 
any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held In abeyance. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claints particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claming the subject nnatter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 19,20,44.45 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite forfaiting to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
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4. Claim 19 recites the limitation **the network management traffic*' in line 2. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It is unclear 
what Applicant intends this limitation to be. 

5. Claim 19 recites the limitation 'Ihe network management policy" in line 3. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. It appears 
that Applicant may have intended to refer to Ihe network traffic management 
policy" recited in claim 1, and it has been interpreted as such. 

6. With regard to claim 20, the limitation Ihe network traffic" is unclear. It is 
unclear if Applicant intends to refer to the "network management traffic" recited in 
line 2 of claim 19 or the "network trafTic" recited in lines 4-5 of claim 1. It appears 
that Applicant intends to refer to the "network management traffic" recited in 
claim 19, and it has been interpreted as such. 

7. Claims 44 and 45 contain similar recitations to those of claims 19 and 20, 
and the above rejection fully applies to those claims. 

8. Claim 52 recites the limitation *The machine-readable medium" in line 1. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that fomn the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entided to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by anoth r filed in the United States before the invention by th applicant for patent or 
(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States t»efore 
the Invention by the applicant for patent except that an international application filed under 
th treaty defined in section 351 (a) shall tave th effects for purposes of this subsection of an 
application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21 (2) of such treaty in me English language. 

10. Claims 1,2,6-9,12,14.18,21-25,26,27,31-34.39-43, and 46-52 are rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by McGloghrie et al. (US 
6.286.052). 

1 1 . With regard to claim 1 , McGloghrie discloses a method to implement 
policy-based network traffic management, the method including: receiving first 
data pertaining to a network device at a network traffic manager (Policy enforcer 
receives APD messages (Col 10. Lines 62-65), containing parameters regarding 
device (Col 5, Lines 3-9), the first data being received out-of-band of network 
traffic (dedicated connection for APD messages)(Col 10, Lines 62-65); extracting 
second data from the network traffic (source/destination IP)(Col 16, Lines 25-33); 
and implementing a network traffic management policy at the network traffic 
manager utilizing the first and second data (policy is enforced)(Col 16. Lines 38- 
40). 

1 2. With regard to claim 2. McGloghrie further discloses that the first data is 
associated with the network traffic by being communicated to the network traffic 
manager out-of-band during a keep-alive session pertaining to the network traffic 
(Col 12. Lines 25-29). 
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1 3. With regard to daim 6, McGloghrie further discloses that the first data 
comprises data concerning network access requirements of the network device 
(anticipated traffic flow) (Col 7, Lines 38-51). 

14. With regard to claim 7, McGloghrie further discloses that the networi( 
access requirements are of an application executing on the networtc device 
(application program specifies the anticipated traffic flows)(Col 7, Lines 38-51). 

1 5. With regard to claim 8. McGloghrie further discloses that the first data is 
received from a client application executing on the network device (flow 
declaration component) (Col 7, Lines 38-51 ). 

1 6. With regard to claim 9, McGloghrie further discloses that the first data 
includes an information profile concerning the network device (device and 
application parameters) (Col 5, Lines 3-8). 

17. With regard to claim 12, McGloghrie further discloses that the first data is 
communicated on a periodic basis from the networic device (Changes is 
parameters are* sent periodically) (Col 18, Lines 26-41 ) as part of a keep-alive 
protocol (APD messages are part of keep-alive protocol) (Col 17, Lines 13-22). 

1 8. With regard to claim 14, McGloghrie further discloses that the second data 
extracted from the network traffic is identified by a classification rule accessed by 
the network traffic manager (Col 16, Lines 25-33). 

1 9. With regard to claim 1 5, McGloghrie further discloses that the second data 
is extracted from any one of a group of network traffic types including a packet, a 
cell and a frame (Col 16, Lines 25-27).
